Three to four bushels of Lawn Grass Seed 
should be sown per acre, or one quart for 
every 300 square feet. It is necessary to sow the grass seed very thick so as to obtain a close stand, 
which will prevent the weeds from coming up. A great many lawns have to be sown over again 
when not enough seed has been used. After sowing the seed it should be harrowed or raked in 
lightly, which should be followed by a roller-so as to bring the seed in direct contact with the soil 
and insure an immediate sprouting. If a roller is not at hand, firm the ground down by means of 
a wide board or plank.

To insure success the conditions and 
requirements of the several species as to 
soil, moisture, heat, etc., should be stud- 
‘ied and then observed in culture. Below 
we give a few general directions for their 
culture, though more complete directions will be 
found printed on the seed packets. The soil best 
adapted to most fiowers is light, rich loam, con- 
taining enough sand to make it porous. If there 
is some clay with it the colors will be brighter. 
Make the surface as smooth and fine as possible; 
sow seeds in rows, covering each sort of seed in 
= proportion to its size (a good general rule being 
to cover twice the diameter of the seed) and press the 
Sas, soil down firmly over it. Do not plant any seeds when 
pe the ground is wet. Many varieties, such as pansy, ver- 
2 bena, daisy, hollyhock and the fine greenhouseplant 
5 seeds, should be sown early in shallow boxes in the 
se house, in soil consisting of equal parts of fine sand and 
rich mellow loam well mixed together and sifted to remove all gravel and 
lumps.
